Hobo. 
Dr. Johnson, I believe, said that he 


who misses the fine distinctions in life 
misses everything, and, now that the 
American talking films have taken their 
toll, I should be grateful, I suppose, to a 
friend who has set me right about the 
word “hobo.” I had always thought of 
a '“hobo' as a tramp, particularly as 
an American tramp; but I understand 
-now that a “ hobo” is a worker by dis- 
position and a tramp by compulsion, or, 
in other words, a tramp who will work 
for a long spell when the opportunity 
arises. There is, it seems, a distinction 
to be made between a ‘‘hobo,’’ a tramp 
who does no work, an itinerant vendor, 
and a beggar, As far as words go, the 
distinction is clear enough, but I doubt 
very much if it can be observed very 
clearly in Irish life. A friend of mine 
who has gone round most of Ireland in 
a caravan, and has had many oppor- 
tunities of studying the life of the open 
road, told me once that most tramps—and 
in Ireland, I think; all wanderers are 
Gramps—have some means of earning a 
living, even if it is only a mouth-organ, 
a flute or a repertoire of ballads, 


Novel Occupations. 


One wonders what American women wil] 
do next as a means of livelihood. Near 
Los Angeles a woman has a farm where 
she breeds nothing but lions, They are 
used for taking part in the motion 
pictures. Mrs. Gay, the proprietress, 
trains these animals and teaches them 
tricks. There are about two hundred cf 
them, and their owner caresses them and 
treats them with as much affection as if 
they were domestic pets. The farm is 
quite a prosperous concern. 

Another woman has an alligator farm, 
also for the films. Yet another raises 
spiders at Hollywood, and lends them for 
spinning webs. 

When films are made in Ireland (and 
surely Ireland will not be lacking in this 
way in the future) what opportunities 
such novel occupations should provide for 
the farmer who complains of unprofitable 
returns! Spiders might be raised from the 
fine specimens in St. Michan’s vaults. 
Alligator-farming should sell more easily 
than cattle at the present time. To judge 
by the great success of lion-breeding at the 
Dublin “' Zoo,”’ lion-farming should pro- 
vide a lucrative occupation for the Irish- 
man. It is just possible, however, that 
the Irish farmer, unless he happened to 
be of an adventurous type, might still 
prefer his homely agricultural farm, with 
its uncertain profits, to the risk of not 
being alive at all. 


‘Rectangles in Nature. 


Remarking on the great diversity of 
form displayed by flowers, I was reminded 
by a friend that one element of design, 
the rectangle, occurs very seldom in 
nature. When : ressed¢for the inevitable 
" exceptions to the rule,” he could think 
of only one flower that is rectangular in 
design—Schizopetalon Walkeri. In spite 
of a somewhat fearsome name, this is an 
easily grown annual, and the white 
flowers, which open at dusk, look like 
small postage stamps. An additional 
attraction is their delightful scent, 
described by some as being like almonds 
and vanilla. Frr. those who would like 
to have this’ flower in their garden, it 
may be added that the plant is perfectly 
hardy, and the seed is easily obtainable. 
Two other flowers displav the rectangle, 
but with quite different effect. Fritillaria 
meleagris is decorated with rectangular 
chequers, and- the very rare Colchicum 
varieqdtum (CC, Parkinsonii, hort.) has 
clear-cut rectangular tesselations. This 
latter design is displayed in one of the 
commoner Colchicums (C. agrippinum), 
but with less striking effect. Apart from 
flowers, we get rectangular form in the 
stems c! all the Labiates and the rectangle 
is the foundation of the grande forme 
architecturale in one of the bamboos, 
Bambusa quadraz.qularis. 


Silver Foxes. 


I do not think the brecding of silver 
foxes has yet been introduced into Ireland, 
but there seems to be no reason why the 
industry should not flourish in this 
country. A friend who visited one of 
them recently tells me that there are now 
about sixty stock-breeding farms _ in 
England, and it is expected that this 
number will be greatly exceeded within 
the next few years. Farm-bred animals 
seem to produce skins quite as good as 
the wild variety; indeed, it is possible

that a high percentage of the silver fox, 


furs now on the market have never seen 
the wilds of Alaska. There are three 


American foxes—the red, the cross and 
the silver. The last animal js not only 
the rarest, but provides the most valuable 
fur, and his habitat ranges from Alaska 
to the Hudson Bay territory, The colour 
of the silver fox is silvery-black to brown ; 
the tip of the tail is almost always white, 
but a perfectly blaek skin is much prized, 
and fetches a specially high price. 

The fur of the white Russian fox, when 
discoloured, is sometimes dyed to repre- 
sent silver fox or blue fox fur. When 
perfectly white it. is almost as much 
esteemed as silyer, but it may be no harm 
to remind who aspire to white fox 
furs that this. beautiful animal is sub- 
jected to great cruelty by the Khirgiz and 
Turcomana, 


AA Dangerous “Practice. 


I was walking along the quays towards 
Kingsbridge the other morning (writes a 
correspondent) When I saw an incident 
which shows the danger of attempting ‘o 
‘steal rides on moving motor vehicles--a 
practice very common in Dublin Two 
youths, rushing out of a side street, took 
flying leaps at the back of an empty motor 
lorry of the “ box ” type which was pass- 
ing along the street at a fair pace. 
Unfortunately. for the would-be passengers, 
when they grabbed the hind door of the 
vehicle it flew open, with the result that 
they were deposited with great force on 
the muddy street. There was very ‘little 
traffic at te time, which was just as well 
for the adventurers, since the shock of 
the toss left them unable to move trom 
where they lay for at least a minute. In 
a crowded thoroughfare they would almost 
certainly have been killed. I do not know 
whether these attempts to procure free 
rides are indictable offences; if they are 
not, they should be made so for the pro- 
tection of the foolish youngsters who pur- 
sue this dangerous practice. 


Old Dublin Industries. 


It will be interesting to see whether the 
desire for an increased supply of articles 
of Irish manufacture will lead to a revival 
of some of the industries which flourished 
in Dublin two hundred years ago. Mrs, 
Pendarves, for instance, writing from 
Dublin in: 1731, says:—‘‘ They make 
mighty good gloves here.” At Leixlip, 
Donnybrook and Ballsbridge linens of 
various kinds, ornamented with ficwers by 
a delicate process of copper-plate printing 
which was much admired, were produced 
in large quantities. The woollen manu- 
factures of Dublin employed about six 
thousand’ people, and the weaving of 
poplin, which had been introduced by the 
Huguenots in the seventeenth century, 
gave work to hundreds of skilled artisans. 
There are some fine examples of the lock- 
smith’s craft still in existence, while the 
manufacture of mantelpieces, wrought- 
iron work, carved mahogany, and wood- 
work of all kinds must have been pretty 
extensive. During some excavations near 
Kingsbridge recently I saw a considerable 
number of animal bones and horns un- 
earthed, and a reference to eighteenth 
century records showed that tanning was 
largely practised in that district. Glass- 
making, bell-founding, the manufacture 
of jewellery and gold and silver lace were 
all flourishing Dublin industries which have | 
either disappeared or sadly diminished. 


Decaying Craftsmanship, 


One reason for the decay of these 
eighteenth century manufactures was that 
when an industry had been allowed to 
lapse it was difficult to start it again 
owing to the lack of craftsmen. Similarly. 
it would appear that the success of new 
industries to-day, even the production of 
cheap articles under mass production con- 
ditions, will depend on the supply of 
skilled workers. These cannot be produced 
in a day: indeed, for the more highly 
complicated processes of manufacture it 
might take more than a generation. Some 
years ago there was a carpet factory near 
Crolly,, in Donegal, employing a large 
number of trained workers. The death of 
the proprietor led to the closing 
down of the premises. The building is 
still intact, a sad monument to a once 
flourishing industry. I do not know 
whether the plant and machinery have been 
dismantled. Unfortunately, the girls who 
worked the machines are now mostly 
scattered over the U.S.A., so that, even 
if the necessary capital could be found, 
there are no trained hands available in 
the district. It seems to me that it should 
not be beyond the wit of man to invent 
some scheme of State aid in the form of 
insurance which would tide such an 
industry over a difficult period.

Schnabel is recognised as 
the finest exponent of the pianoforte music 
of Beethoven. Not long ago he gave re- 
citals of the whole series of pianoforte 
sonatas in London, and within the last 
few weeks similar recitals have been broad- 
cast from Berlin. To-night’s opportunity 
of hearing him with the splendid B.B.C. 
Orchestra, under Adrian Boult, in the 
‘‘ Emperor ' Concerto is one to be valued 
very highly. 

In appreciating the pianoforte concertos 
of Beethoven it should always be re- 
membered that Beethoven himself went to 
Vienna as a pianist, and during the 
period to which the concertos belong he 
was much engaged as a performer. On 
that account he had a very sharp sense of 
the kind of music that would be effective 
and enable a soloist to make a good dis- 
play of his prowess.

Turning from the negative to the positive 
fheories of survival, Mr. Henry referred first 
to the -semi-mathematicalk one associated with 
Nietzsche, and believed by Nietzsche to admit 
oi mgorous proof, As the number of atoms 
in the universe (and, therefore, of their 
arrangements) was finite, though very large, 
the number of. time moments was 
infinite, it necessarily followed that one of 
configurations must recur. This theory 
of eycles was familiar to students of so- 

called esoteric or occult science, 

It received somewhat contemptuous mention 
from chatacteristically .exoterie philosophers 
like J. S. Mill. It was strenuously opposed 

Bergson, who affirmed that the process of 
organism was irreversible, the present in- 
volving the memory of the past.

REINCARNATION, 


Coming to the second positive theory, he 
pointed out that LKastern speculation had 
fastened on reincarnation as the solution of 
the problem. At present quite a large sec- 
tion of mankind officially believed in the 
theory of successive incarnations, and there 
had been for some time a considerable cur- 
reut of Western opinion veering in the same 
direction. It had tremendous pragmatic 
justification. Men and worten who had 
passed the ridian of their present life, 
especially if they had not children to care 
for, found therein a sufficient motive for 
carryine on, even in the most trying circum- 
BLANCES, 

Remarking that it was scientifically 
heterodox to maintain that one individual 
reproduced the experiences of another, or of a 
particular series of past individuals, he 
gsked ;; Was there any plausible theory 
which, while taking account of al] the rele- 
vant facts, and dealing in a sympathetic way 
with philosophical speculations, would yet 
satisfy stringent conditions of credibility? 
He advanced the hypothesis that all past 
experiences of the individual were recorded 
and lodged in his unconscious mind. Since 
parents and child were physically continuous, 
this record should imclude the experiences 
of all his ancestors in the line of direct 
ascent. Prior to the Fall, all the now un- 
conscious mind was conscious, and all past 
records were open to inspection. The 
mental, as well as the physical, life of the 
parent was continued in the child, Was it 
too fanciful to believe that the mutual 
yearning of lovers, now only imperfectly ex- 
pressed by -mental and physical relations, 
was once completely satisfied when the two 
lives were blended and knit together in the 
child? 


HAS MAN A SOUL? 


The third positive theory was that of

THEORIES REVIEWED. 


Reviewing the theories which had been 
sketched, Mr, Henry remarked that the plain 
honest man would not unnaturally have con- 
cluded that, the five affirmative ones were not 
satisfying to his intellect, and the three 
negative ones to his '“ heart.” There was nót 
one of the eight which would command a 
majority of votes in the electorate of mankind 
to-day.. There did; however, seem to be 
kind of general presumption in favour of some 
form of. affirmative solution. 

ersonal survival was affirmed almost 
unanimously * by “‘revelation.’’ Revelation 
was simply composed of those ideas which 
had come with extraordinary force and vivid- 
ness to the most gifted mambers of our race 
in privileged moments of their lives.

As many Paris underwriters subscribed 
on behalf of English companies, while most 
of the French underwriters reinsured in 
London, the brynt of the burden will have 
to be borne in Liverpool and London.

WEXFORD ESTIMATES 
REDUCED.

WEXFORD, Tuesday. 


Wexford County Council adopted revised 
road works’ estimate totalling £55,755, the 
same figure as last year, but a reduction of 
over £30,000 on the original estimates sub- 
mitted for the current year by the County 
Surveyor. 

Asked by a member whether he would be 
able to put the roads in a reasonably passable 
condition’ with the reduced amount, the 
Surveyor replied that he considered £86,000 
the proper figure, but if the Council could not 
give it they would have to do the best they 
could with a lesser amount. 

The Chairman (Mr. M. Doyle) said he 
thought that there should be a very big 
saving on the main roads of the county this 
year,.owing to the reduction of the amount 
of foodstuffs being drawn over them, He 
thought that expenditure on the trunk roads 
should be next to nothing, and for that reason 
he did not see why the County Surveyor 
should not allocate some of the money to do 
other jobs that were wanted much worse. 

There was, the Chairman added, “ not one 
lorry in ten on the roads to-day as com- 
pared with twelve months ago.”

SE first definite step towards the co- 
operation of the Nationalist and 
South African Parties in the formation 
of a joint Cabinet, was taken by General 
Hertzog, the Prime Minister, to-day. This 
afternoon he sent a communication to 
General Smuts, the ex-Premier, and 
leader of the South African (Opposition) 
Party, setting forth the principles he 
considers essential to any agreement for 
co-operation, and General] Smuts has re- 
plied indicating his readiness to talk the 
matter over. : 

In a statement setting forth the prin- 
ciples and conditions on which the 
Nationalist Party is prepared to tv 
operate with other parties—principles 
which, it is understood, were RÉ, songs i 
the letter to General Smuts—the Prime 
Minister describes the arrangement he Ms 
in mind as “a contractual, or pact, form 
of co-operation, which would not he 
afflicted with the defects of a coalition, or 
National Government, as proposed by 
General Smuts.”’ 

At the ontset General Hertzog reiterates 
his statement in the House of Assembly 
on January 24th, when he “invited 
English-speaking South Afric-ns to co- 
operate with the Nationalist Party. This. 
he declares, was understood by Mr. 
Patrick Duncan, the South African Party 
front bencher, ‘to mean that the invita- 
tion’ to co-operate was confined to those 
who: might be willing to join the 
Nationalist Party. This was incorrect. 
The invitation was general, and co- 
operation might oceur between organisa- 
tions such as a political party, provided 
that the identity of the party, or parties. 
was retained. 

In case the co-operation should include 
the participation of other organisations 
in the Government, General Hertzog lays 
down the principles which he considers 
essential for the purpose of an agreement 
leading to co-operation. 


SEVEN PRINCIPLES. 


These principles are:— 

(1) The Government of the country will 
continue to be conducted on a basis of 
national principles, in the spirit ot South 
African national independence, and .in 
harmony with South Africa’s sovereign 
independent status, which was confirmed 
by the Statute of Westminster. 

(2) The unitary basis of a united South 
Africa shall be retained as laid down in 
the South Africa Act, with the retention 
of the national flag. 

(3) Equal language rights. English 
and Afrikaans speaking shall be main- 
tained in every part of national life. 

(4) Maintenance of the welfare of a 
healthy rural population will be the sub- 
ject of particular effort, but all sections 
of the population will enjoy the Govern- 
ment’s care. ' 

(5) The South African working man 
will be assured of a proper standard of 
living. The Government will continue its 
civilised labour policy. : 

(6) An earnest attempt will be made to 
obtain a satisfactory solution to the native 
question along lines which, without de- 
priving the native of his rights to develop- 
ment, will recognise as paramount the 
essentials of a white civilisation, and 
which will provide a separate representa- 
tion for white and black. 

(7) The Government will ensure that 
confidence in the economic future of. the 
Union is maintained by protecting South 
African money values, as well as capital 
assets and sources of capital. 


GENERAL SMUTS REPLIES. 


General Smuts, in his reply to General 
Hertzog’s statement, says:—‘‘ What |] 
had in mind in the proposals which I 
made in the House was the formation of 
a Government in which both parties could 
co-operate on a basis of more or less equal 
participation and upon agreed principles, 
retaining their identity, but co-operating 
cordially as members of a Government 
on agreed lines of national policy. 

‘‘ If your statement is designed to open 
the way to the consideration of such a 
proposal, I shall be glad to come and 
talk over the matter with you.”

IA Sn aa public holiday in Michigan 
i State, during which “all banks, trust 
companies and other financial] institutions’’ 
will not be opened for the transaction’ of 
business, has been proclaimed by Governor 
W. A. Comstock. 

The ‘‘ acute financial emergency”’ is 
given as the reason for this step.” 

Meanwhile there is talk of food coupons, 
and bankers are working out a scheme to 
meet the day-to-day needs of depositors. 

In a statement accompanying the pro- 
clamation the Governor explains that he 
called a conference yesterday afternoon to 
consider the position precipitated by an 
unforeseen acute situation in the affairs of 
the Union Guardian Trust Company, one 
of the principal institutions affected by 
recent withdrawals. 


MR. FORD’S REFUSAL. 


Governor Comstock has indicated that 
the refusal of Mr. Henry Ford to sub- 
ordinate a sum of 7,300,000 dollars, which 
he has deposited with the Union Guardian 
Trust Company to the claims of small de- 
positors, is partly responsible for the 
moratorium. i | 

The Union Guardian Trust Company is 
owned by the Guardian Detroit Union 
grouping, of which Mr. Edsel Ford, Presi- 
dent of the Ford Motor Company and son 
of Mr. Henry Ford, is a stockholder. 

The group operates twenty banks and 
trust companies throughout Michigan, 
where the total deposits of 420 banks and 
fourteen trust companies amount to about 
1,200 million dollars (£240,000,000 at 
par). 

Officials and bankers are working out a 
scheme to arrange to meet the day-to-day 
needs of depositors during the moratorium. 


FOOD COUPONS MAY BE 
ISSUED. 


Managers of grocery firms are con- 
ferring on what to do to face the probable 
lack of cash by customers. Some reported 
they were discussing a system of food 
coupons with local mdustrial’ companies 
on behalf of employés. 

Note.—Recent indications are that. 
another flood of bank failures is rising in 
the United States, where closings have 
recently been averaging four a day. Most 
of these were small country institutions 
unable to stand the fall in value of their 
assets, combined with a steady ‘‘seepage’’ 
of deposits. 

The situation would have been much 
worse but for the help of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, whose total 
loans to banks now amount to about

BRITISH REVENUE. 


BIG SPURT IN INCOME 
TAX.

Last week £23,762,000 income tax went 
into the British Treasury, passing the 
previous . week's ‘‘record’’ sum of 
£21,149,000 for the present financial year. 

The estimated. income. tax for the 
financial year is £260,000,000, and there 
now remains a balance of £87,890,000 to 
be paid during the next seven weeks. ‘ Sur- 
tax receipts last week were £4,630;000, 
and the total so far this year is 
£37,960,000, leaving a balance of 
£28,040,000 to come in. 

The total ordinary revenue from April 1 
to February 11 was £580,984,242, against 
£609,009,502 in the corresponding period 
from April 1, 1931, to February 13 last 
year. : 

The estimated ordinary revenue for the 
year is £766,800,000, leaving. a balance of 
£185,815,758 payable by March 31. i 

Customs and Excise are going up, the 
total so far being £250,466,000. and the 
deficiency so far being £249,334,000. 

Estate duties, £64,110,000, are up by 
£8,450,000, compared with last year. 

Expenditure so far this financial year 
has been £643,763,685, against £656,294, 587 
in the previous year. The present deficit 
is £106,762,001. 

The accounts bring the payment to 
America of £28,956,.349 under the heading 
of expenditure against revenue, but the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer anticipates 
savings in respect of the Sinking Fund 
and in interest and management of the 
National Debt.

| FAILURE OF ITS EFFORTS 


, AT CONCILIATION. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Tuesday. 


é Aoi) famous League Committee cf Nine- 
teen on Manchuria died to-night, 
and the League Assembly has been con- 
voked for Tuesday next to receive the 
Committee’s report and the recommenda- 
tions that make for the solution of the 
thorniest problem that has ever confronted 
the League. 

The recommendations include an invita- 
tion to the parties to negotiate with the 
assistance of a special committee of 
League members, as well as Russia and 
the United States, such committee to 
meet probably in the Far East. 

The final solutions must conform, it is 
declared, with the principles of the 
Lytton Report (Chapter 9), Article 12 of 
the Covenant, the Kellog Pact, ind the 
Nine-Power (Pacific) Treaty. 


A NEW REGIME, 

All the members of. the League shall 
bind themselves not to recognise the 
present régime in Manchuria, either de 
facto or de jure, and to refrain from any 
isolated action. 

The main points of reference to such 
committee will be the establishment of a 
new régime in Manchuria, autonomous, 
but under Chinese sovereignty, and the 
evacuation of the Japanese troops from 
posts they have occupied outside the rail- 
way zone in Manchuria. 
~ While admitting its failure to conciliate 
the parties, the final act of the Committee 
of Nineteen, which for nearly twelve 
months has pursued its mandate to en- 
deavour to settle the dispute, was to seal 
its historic report, explaining the reasons 
for failure, and laying down the lines on 
which further efforts may proceed. 


CONCILIATION STAGE 
ENDED. 

The work ended in complete harmony 
and unanimity. 

It is an honest document, of which the 
League has no reason to be ashamed, de- 
clared one distinguished member of the 
Nineteen. 

Until to-day there was just a possibility 
that Japan might have accepted the De- 
cember resolution, and so nullify the 
laborious work of the Nineteen, but for 
all practical purposes th» conciliation 
stage is closed. 

After receiving the Committee’s report 
on Tuesday, the League Assembly will pre- 
sumably adjourn to digest the contents, 
and will reassemble on the following 
Friday to give its final approval, which is 
taken for granted. 

Meanwhile Japan, in her latest com- 
munication to the League, handed in this 
morning, declares that the recognition of 
Manchukuo is the only guarantee of peace 
in the Far East. 

She has. however, adds the Note, no 
objection in principle to Paragraph 9 of 
the Erposé des Motifs (dealing with the 
Manchukuo régime), provided that account 
is taken of the actualities of the situa- 
tion and that there is no pre-judgment 
of the issues. ,

THREE ULTIMATUMS FOR 
CHINA.

PEIPING (PEKING), Tuesday. 

It is now an open secret that the 
Japanese drive into the disputed province 
of Jehol is timed to begin on February 
27th at the latest. It will thus be well 
under way by March Ist, the first. anni- 
versary of the establishment of the new 
State of Manchukuo. 

Three ultimatums, each demanding the 
complete withdrawal of Chinese troops 
from Jehol, ‘“‘ which is an integral part 
of Manchukuo,’’ have been prepared and 
are shortly to be delivered, according to 
high Japanese officials here. 

Of these ultimatums,. they admitted 
that one was addressed to Tang, Yu-lin, 
Governor of Jehol, from the Manchukuo 
Government, A second was to be sent from 
General Muto, the Japanese Commander- 
in-Chief in Manchuria, to General Chang 
Hsueh-liang in Pieping, and the third 
was to go to Nanking direct from Tokio. © 

In each case, the Officials stated, a 
reasonable time would be given for com- 
pliance with the demands. 

Compliance, however, is unlikely, asthe 
Chinese have repeatedly stated that any 
attempt on the part of the Japanese to 
invade Jehol would be resisted to the 
uttermost.

RNIS. SCHAAF (24), of Boston, 4 
German-American, and | 
America’s most promising heavy-weights, 
has fought his last fight. He died in hospital) 
at 4.10 this morning, following an “a. 
tion on his brain for the removal of a clot of 
blood. He was carried unconscious from 
the ring last Friday night after standing 
up for thirteen rounds, although giving 
away four stone to the Italian, Pmmo 
Carnera, Fair-haired and the picture of 
physical perfection, Schaaf never fully 
recovered consciousness. Suffering from 
inter-cranial hemorrhage and a paralysed 
left side, he was operated on by an 
eminent brain specialist. The surgeon 
completed his delicate task in three hours. 
It seemed as if success was in sight, as 
Schaaf was able to move a little his left 
arm, and hopes were entertained that the 
boxer’s strong constitution would pull hm 
through, He relapsed into a coma, how- 
ever, and died in the presence of his 
mother and manager, Johnny Buckley, 
after receiving the last rites from the 
priest. 


MANSLAUGHTER CHARGE. 


Carnera has been formally arrested on 
the technical charge of manslaughter, and 
everyone concerned with the fight has been 
summoned to attend an investigation at 
the Madison Square Garden. The gloves 
of both boxers had been previously 
examined by the police before Schaaf’s 
death, but no statement was made, 

Carnera, closeted in his room in his 
hotel with detectives and the police prior 
to a visit to the district attorney’s office 
to be questioned, said that he had been 
told of the death of his opponent. He was 
very surprised to hear of it and greatly 
shocked. 

‘* Schaaf was a very fine voung man and 
a clean sportsman,’’ said Carnera, “and 
{ wish to extend my profound sympathy 
to his mother and the rest of his family.” 

Jack Sharkey, the heavy-weight cham- 
pion, declares that Schaaf was all right 
when he left his corner for the thirteenth 
round, and that he saw the fatal blow. 
‘It -was a leit jab which made Ernie 
sag, said Sharkey. 

Sharkey was an ardent admirer of his 
pupil. He always.appeared with him in 
his corner at all great fights, and was 
constantly with him during his training, 
and gave him all the knowledge of the 
Ring that he learned during his own 
meteoric career. Sharkey was so moved 
by his friend’s death that he promptly 
took the first train from Miami, where he 
heard the news, to New York. 


CAUSE OF DEATH. 


The cause of Schaaf’s death is by no 
means certain. ‘I'he surgeon stated that 
Schaaf was knocked out while still on 
his feet, and that in falling he struck 
his head heavily on the canvas. After the 
autopsy the chief medical examiner of 
New York City expressed his opinion that 
death was not due to any particular blow, 
nor to the fight in question, but to 
natural causes. There is absolutely no 
evidence, he said, that Schaaf died as 
the result of injuries received during the 
bout. Death was caused by the pressure 
on the brain of a substance within the 
cranium, the nature of which will have 
to be determined by microscopic analysis. 

The assistant medical examiner, who 
performed the autopsy, said that the sub- 
stance was on the right side of the brain, 
which controlled the left side of the body, 
where Schaaf was paralysed. 

Ihe New York State Boxing Commis- 
sion has been called upon by Governor 
Lehman to investigate all the circum- 
stances of the affair. 


SCHAAF’S CAREER, 

Schaaf was born in Elizabeth, New 
Jersey, the home town of Mickey Walker, 
but since he started his fighting career he 
went to live in Boston, and it was there 
that most of his fights took place. In 
1931, in New York, Schaaf fought the 
then much-vaunted heavy-weight from the 
Pacific Coast, the Californian, Max Baer. 
Schaaf knocked him all round the ring, 
and won with comparative ease. Schaaf 
had become a star heavy-weight over- 
night. :

STRENGTH OF THE DAIL, 


Changes in the Constitution and 
personnel of both Houses of the Oireach- 
tas appear to be imminent. A revision of 
the Dail’s membership, based upon the 
latest available census of population 1s 
due to take place before April next, as 
stipulated in Article 26 of the Constitu- 
tion. Apart from the Universities, the 
representation of constituencies is fixed by 
the Constitution at not less than one 
member for each 30,000 of the population 
nor more than ‘one member [or each 
20,000 of the population. 

If a census of the present population 
were available, the changes required on 
this basis would not be considerable, but 
the latest available population figure 1s 
that of 1926. According to that figure it 
is estimated that the membership of the 
Dail would be reduced by thirteen or 
fourteen. The indications, however, are 
that the Government, in the scheme which 
it contemplates ‘for immediate introduc- 
tion, will not be guided by the Constitu- 
tion as it stands, but will introduce 
changes by which there will be a more 
substantial reduction. -In some quarters 


‘it is hinted that the present total of 153 


will be reduced to something nearer 100. 


THE CONSTITUENCIES. 


The reduction of the personnel will 
entail a complete rearrangement of the 
constituencies Certain existing con- 
stituencies will be amalgamated, and at 
the present moment it is understood that 
a staff of officials of the Department caf 
Local Government is engaged in this very 
delicate operation. Deputies in the present 
Dail. will be deeply interested in this 
scheme when it emerges as a schedule to 
the forthcoming bill, and, no doubt, in the 
committee stage there will be much 
anxiety to vary the proposed new 
boundaries, in view of the supposed effect 
on the prospects of individual deputies. 
Deputies who secured election at the 
bottom of the poll will be concerned, 
especially if the reduction of the Dail’s 
membership is as drastic as has been 
suggested. 

Usually, in democratic countries, an ex- 
tension of franchise or a re-arrangement 
of constituencies is followed immediately 
by a general election, in order to test the 
effect of the change on the electorate, but 
such a step is unlikely in the present case, 
as it is understood that the change will 
not take effect until the present Dail has 
run its course. 


SENATE’S FUTURE. 


What shape the proposed reform of the 
Senate may take has not been indicated. 
President de Valera has, it is true, 
suggested that the Senate should consist 
of a small body of experts in various de- 
partments of public activity, whose 
function would be that of an examining 
committee, rather than a legislative body. 
That they will be given none of the present 
Senate's powers to revise legislation or to 
hold up bills appears to be certain. The 
mode of their selection is a matter for 
consideration. It is thought that repre- 
sentation would be given to important 
interests in the country — industrial, 
social, educational and financial. 

No steps have yet been taken towards 
filling the vacancy in the Senate caused by 
the election of Mr. Joseph O'Doherty as 
a Dail deputy for Donegal. This is a 
matter for the Ministry for Local Govern- 
ment, and the Minister, Mr. Sean T. 
O’ Kelly, will fix the date for nominations 
and election. If it should. be the Govern-

THE LOS ANGELES CONGRE 
pitti the decision arrived at by the 
Congress of the Federation at Los Angeles, 
the protest lodged by the Association against 
the A. A.A. (England), Mr. McGilton states : 

“‘In pursuance of the decision of the 
I.A.A.F. Council meeting, held at London on 
26th-27th -May, 1931, the protest lodged on 
behalf of this Association against the A.A.A. 
(England) was duly considered by the Con- 
gress of the Federation at Los Angeles last 
August, Our delegation was ably led by our 
president, General O'Duffy, who, when the 
item was reached on the agenda, immediately 
raised, on a point of order, that, having got 
international re ition in 1924 for the 
whole of Ireland, and that as there was ho 
change in, the political position since then as 
regards boundaries, the Chairman should rule 
on the question, as discussion was out of 
order on the grounds that a decision of Gon- 
gress should not be subject to review unless 
circumstances had changed since the previous 
decision was given, he Chairman -ruled, 
however, that each Congress could do what 
it liked, that each was supreme in itself, and 
that the case would be dealt with. General 
O'Duffy did not press the question, as the 
ruling implied that the matter could only be 
dealt with by Congress. It was in harmony 
with the decision of the Council in Londen 
in May, 1931, when it was decided that the 
matter should be referred to Congress. That 
was a very important decision. The English 
Association had tres on the jurisdiction 
cf the N,A.C.A, without the approval of the 
International Federation. It anticipated the 
sanction of the Council for its actions, but, 
instead of getting such sanction, the question 
was refer to Congress. The case we made 
at the Council meeting was that, if the area 
of our jurisdiction was to be reduced, Con- 
gress, the body that elected the N.A.C.A, as 
the erning body of athletics in Ireland, 
was the only ‘bod competent to change it—in 
other words, that the Council could not dis- 
turb a decision of Congress, and that no 
change in the status or rights of Ireland as 
a member of the I.A.A.F. could bé made 
except by Congress. The decision of the 
Council can have only one interpretation. If 
the jurisdiction of the English Association 
was to be extended, and if the jurisdiction 
ot the N.A.C.A. was to be reduced, Congress 
alone could decide. 

“THE ONLY RECORD ON THE BOOKS," 

‘Immediately the Chairman gave his ruling 
on the point of onder raised by our President 
the representative of Poland rose and move 
that the matter be not further discussed, on 
the grounds that it appeared to him to be a 
ee or matter. The motion was seconded 
y Italy, and carried by twelve votes to six. 
Owing to the Chairman’s ruling on our dele- 
gate’s point of order, and as there was 
nothing to fear from having the matter fully 
discussed and put to the meeting, General 
O'Duffy, after consultation with the other 
Irish delegates, voted against the motion. 
The 1932 Congress, therefore, did not disturb 
the decision of the 1924 Congress. Until 
soine further Congress decides definitely that 
the 1924 Congress decision was wrong, the 
N.A.C.A, must be recognised as, and will 
carry on as, the governing body for athletes 
in the whole of Ireland. 

“ The only record on the books of the 
Federation is the Congress decision of 1924, 
and the minutes of the 1032 Congress merély 
show that the Congress decided not to dis- 
cuss the matter. The N.A.C.A. can accept 
no other decision but a decision of Congress. 
As the only recognised international athletic 
body in Ireland. we cannot permit any 
further interference with our jurisdiction by 
outside athletic anthorities, and we must en- 
force the international rules governing

POSITION IN ULSTER, 
Mr, T. son, hon. secretary 
Ulster Council, alluding to the ‘‘split”’ 
between the N.A.C.A,. and a eection of Ulster 
athletes and cyclists, states :— 

 Karlier in my report I referred to the 
present position in Ulster athletics. You are 
all cognisant of the fact that several Belfast 
clubs have now severed their connection with 
the Ulster Council N.A.C.A.L, and have 
|affiliated to the Northern Ireland A.A.A. 
The clubs are Ulsterville, North Belfast, Dun- 
cairn Nomads, Albertville, Sth Old Boys and 
Queen’s University. This action was taken 
as a protest against the National Association 
in refusing to ratify the agreements arrived 
at by the conference representative of the 
N.A.C.A, and N.ILA.A.A,, held in Belfast. 
The clubs mentioned are of the opinion that 
the agreements concluded at the conference 
in question provide an honourable settlement 
of the dispute in Irish athletics. It is their 
contention that the agreement meant in effect 
that the proposed I.A.A.U. would have control 
of national and international events, and that 
the flag of the Union would be the recognised 
emblem at all such contests. Your Council 
had this matter under consideration at a 
special meeting held in Belfast, when a 
motion requesting the Association to effect a 
settlement on the lines agreed to at the 
Belfast conference was heavily defeated, and 
an amendment re-affirming giance to the 
National Association’ was adopted by a large 
rey: Willowfield, City of Derry Harriers 
and Corrigan have, I believe, ided to 
adhere by the National Association, and there 
is every probability that a new club eaean’y 
formed in Belfast—Divis View Harriers—will 
affiliate to the National Association. This 
club is comprised by members of North 
Belfast Harriers, who resented the decision 
of their club to join the Northern Ireland 
A.A.A.” 


A NATIONAL STADIUM, 


Among the notices of motion is one suggest- 
ing the establishment of a national stadium. 
It is: “That in view of the probability of 
the 1940 Olympic Games being held in Ireland 
we hold the time is ripe for the establishment 
of a national stadium, that avenues be ex- 
plored towards acquiring funds for this object, 
and that perhaps the proceeds of a sweep- 
stake might be made available towards the 
project.""—Clare County Board.

McCarville be appointed. Dr. McCarville, 
he said, was a distinguished graduate of the 
University, and one who gained many aca- 
demic distinctions, and had associated him- 
self with every phase of activity in the ath- 
letic arena. His name was known throughout 
Ireland, and his national record could not be 
surpassed One of the most essential things 
was that he was a Nationalist tried and true, 
and that was one of the soundest reasons why 
he should be elected. 

Miss Biles Aughney seconded the propogal. 

The O'Rahilly proposed Dr. J. C. Flood 
for the chair. He said that his nominee was 
the only graduate of the University who had 
taken Convocation seriously for many years, 
and who had endeavoured to make Convoca- 
tion worthy of the University. 

Dr. L. P. Roche seconded the nomination. 

A ballot vote was taken with the result 
that. 184 votea were given for Dr. McCarville 
and 102 for Dr. Flood. 

Dr. McCarville briefly returned thanks. 

Mr. Sean © Muireadaig, speaking in [rish, 
moved }—~‘‘ That the degrees cartificates from 
the University be henceforth printed in the 
Irish language and in Latin, and not in 
English,” 

Mr. Thomas O'Ruairch seconded, and the 
motion was carried, there being only one dis- 
sentient.

REAPPEARS IN HOUSE 
OF LORDS.
